" Constantinople, with its mature 'rep 
utation as the first cosmopolitan citj 
pf the world, will now please pass the 
palm to Cbicr.go, says the Cliic.igo 
Tribune. As a'n illustration of a be- 
wildering melange o* races the sultan's 
capita^, may. he,good enough for the 
cornrWra'five degi-ee, but for the super- 
lative there is now none but Chicago. 


So says a University of Chicago pro- 


fessor, Carl Darling Buck of the com- 
parative philology department, in a 
pamphlet the publication of which 
was announced recently as a part of 
the series of decennial •publications. 
The pamphlet is entitled I-A Sketch of 
the Linguistic Conditions of Chicago" 
arid awards lirst honors in cosmopoli- 
tanism to Chicago on the score ol there 
being fourteen languages besides Eng- 
lish spoken by permanent colonies" of 
more than 10,000 persons each and iu 
all some forty different tongues. 


Professor Buck disposes of the claims 


of Constantinople and Cairo In a single 
paragraph. Their cosmopolitanism is 
merely transient, while that of Chicago 
is enduring. Travelers who have gone 
into ecstasies over the spectacle of the 
hordes arid hordes of strange visageil 
races tramping all day the rickety old 
bridge of the Golden Horn between 
Stauiboul and Galata may know that 
Chicago holds si dozen such quarters, 
where the confusion of tongues is the 
worst since Babel. 


In fact, Professor Buck calls the lin- 


guistic situation which obtains in Chi- 
cago "an unparalleled babel of foreign 
tongues,"' and'then he continues: 


"I say unparalleled babel with all 


due regard to claims of Constantinople. 
Cairo and other cities of the orient, 
past and present. In Constantinople, 
with^the heterogeneous constituency of 
the army and the harem, augmented by 
tho ranks of European officials and 
visitors, the number of languages rep- 
resented may on occasion be as great 
as in New York or Chicago. But it 
must be remembered that only a few 
of these languages are spoken by large 
bodies of the population, whereas in 
Chicago there are some .fourteen lan- 
guages besides English each of which 
is spoken by. 1D.OOO or more .persons. 
Newspapers appear regularly in ten 
languages, and church services may be 
heard in about twenty languages. 


"Chicago is the second largest Bohe- 


mian city in the world, the third Swed- 
ish, the third Norwegian,- the fourth 
Polish, the fifth German, New York 
being the fourth. In all there are some 
forty foreign languages spoken by 
numbers, ranging from half a dozen to 
half a million and aggregating over a 
million."' 


Professor Buck" carried on his investi- 


gations by temporary residence in the 
various colonies iu Chicago, which are 
really little cities within the metropo- 
lis, each speaking its own language, 
clinging to its hereditary customs and 
in large part governing itself. Besides 
the numbered statistics which he col- 
lected he studied the linguistic condi- 
tions of the second and third genera- 
tions of foreign born persons, finding 
thai the children of immigrants gener- 
ally speak English as well as their na- 
tive tongue, but tbat the grandchildren , 
as a rule never learn the foreign Ian-

Simeon E. Ford on the Sadness 


of Being Funny. ,

After Dinner Speaking: and Sayn,

Simeon E. Ford is New York's new 


star dinner humorist. Dinner commit- 
tees haunt the lobbies of his -hotel by 
day and by night, says tbe New York 
World. He has averaged a dinner a 
week since the new year. 


From an occasional speaker lie has 


become an indispensable. 
As soon as 


the toastniaster introduces him the 
guests begin to smile, before he is half 
through they are in paroxysms of 
laughter, and by the time'he sits down 
they are reduced to helplessness. 


Financial kings, clothing men,, re- 


tnem to bring the convention here (Now 
York). It was an august audience, and 
the speakers were all put on little plat- 
foruis in the center of the room. When 
I got up there, the room seemed to be 
reeling around me. i thought every 
minute I was going to faint. In my 
distress I could realize in a dim far- 
away niaiaier that the whole room was 
roaring with laughter. 
I gasped. I 


was white and red. I grabbed for some 
water. I got the pitcher, and, not wait- 
Ing for a glass,. I drank out of the 
pitcher. 
TBc*n* they howled. 
They 


thought that was a piece bf low com- 
edy business. They did not realize how 
thin the Jhie that separated tragedy 
from- comedy." 


__, Just then a card came, and Mr. Ford 
excused himself. When he came back, 
he sighed: 


"Just the president of the board of 


trade and transportation of New Ha- 
ven wants mo to run up a"nd make a 
speech. No trouble at all, he assured 
me. Just get on the train right here at 


formers, hotel men or police captains- 
it doesn't matter a b'lt to the genial Mr. 
Ford ("Sunny Sim") who his audiences 
are. He makes merry with all just the 
same. 


Admiral Beresford, whom he ventur- 


ed to lampoon the other night, first 
looked startled, then amused and final- 
ly, resigned himself to uncontrollable 
laughter. "Ford," the jolly admiral 
told the humorist afterward, "I'd like 
to keep you in the top drawer of my 
desk and take you out once a day." 


Mr. Ford's business is keeping a ho- 


fel, and humor is only a side line. He 
veil into*-it accidentally and surprised 
himself tjjat he was thought to be 
funny. Kis first accidental hit caused 
him to get another invitation, and since 
then, his reputation has Jjeen progres- 
sive, but he has steadily persisted in 
giving out his humor only in the form 
of after dinner speeches. He has de- 
clined glittering temptations to be a 
humorous writer. 
* . 


"The secret of success in after dinner 


speaMng," he said to the writer, "is 
something subtle in the fellow. One 
•man can tell you a story and it will 
bore you to death; another fellow tells 
it and you laugh till your sides ache, 


( though you may have heard it a thou- 
"•sand times. It is personal magnetism." 


Mr. Ford is not a humorous looking 


4 person. The solemnity of Ms appear- 


ance suggests a country deacon. He 
Is tnm and angular, with a long .narrow 
face and head, and a close cropped red- 
dish brown beard, with pensive eyes 
that mirror deep reflections upon the 
destiny of man. 


"Oh, Lordy!" said Mr. Ford with a 


gesture of despair when asked to tell 
tha story of his success as an after 
' dinner speaker. He sat down on the 
first chair in the lobby of bis hotel as 
if to recover from the shock of the sug- 
gestion. "I'm so heartily sick and tired 
of this whole speaking business that I 
wistfl'd never heard of it Oh, yes, I've 
made a good many speeches—more 
than half a dozen this ye. ~, although! 
promised my-wife I -wouldn't make bat 
one—the one to the hotel men. She 
thinks they get on my nerves, and they 
do. 


"I don't know why people think I'm 


funny." The humorist gazed out as if 
to find the answer in the f subway 
framework that obscured his view. "I 
Vappose if s the solemnity of my ap- 
pearance—I don't know what else. I'm 
certainly not a good looking person- I 
know people don't burst into screams 
of laughter at what I say when I talk 
to -them. 
On the contrary,. I'm the 


poorest kind of a talker, and I seem to 
subtract all there is of beauty from a 
subject when I discuss it. I'm the most 


. humdrum talker you could imagine, 


"Why is it they laugh at me when 1 


get up? I give it up. I try not to tax 
their minds with statistics or give them 


' too much information. 
The average 


American at a dinner is not gunning 
for information. 
The fellow with a 


long table of statistics is tolerated, but 
1 don't think he adds to tbe general 
.sum of gayety. I recall a dinner where 
I sat between J. Pierpont Morgan and 
Frederick DT Tappan. and the postmas- 
ter general or some other notable was 
a speaker. He made one of those reg- 
ular Washington speeches. You know 
that sort. 
" 'Gentlemen.' he said, 'do you realize 


that this country produces two and 
two-seventb times as much hemp as 
all the countries of Europe combined? 
And be went through the whole table 
with great earnestness. Mr. Tappan 
leaned over to Morgan and said. 'Mor- 
gan, the postmaster general has a great 
memory for figures.' 'Hub!' grunted 
Mr. Morgan. 'Nobody knows whether 
he's right or not. and nobody gives a 
dam!' 


"My first speech," Mr. Ford said, 


with a reminiscent glint in his faraway 
eye, "was when roy friend Boldt opened 
(be Waldorf. Tbat was twelve years 
:i£o. Boldt heaj>ed coals of fire on the 
heads of us fellows, who had been pre- 
dicting ttwt he was doing a foolish 
thing by inviting us Jo a luncheon—all 
the hotel men. John K. Follows, a real 
speaker, had been selected lo speak for 
Ibc hole! men. Somehow Fellows 
failed to come, and they lurnod to me 
find snid: "Ford, you'll have to speak. 
Bad ns you arc, you're the Iwst speak- 
er here, and you'll have to do it' I did, 
snd they seemed -to like il They laugh- 
ed at it. When the hotel men's dinner 
came around, they all s-iid 1 bad to 
speak, and I've been at it ever since, 
but not so had as here lately. 


"Stage fright? 
Many times, getting 


Up before an audience. 1 Iinvr felt as if 
7 w?re goins to faint The worst ex- 
perience I ever bnd was when 1 went 
down to Washington to l>e funny be- 
fore the Hfltion.il committee and get 


the door and get off a little talk. 


"Trouble! Why, when I am going to 


make a speech it bangs over me for 
days. I almost give it up. Then I lock 
myself iu a room. I write 'Mr. Toast- 
master and gentlemen.' 
Then I sit 


there and smoke. • I smoke half an 
hour and give it up. Then I think of a 
line. That may suggest another line. 
I write a hundred words, then decide 
I'll give the whole business up. But' 
finally I squeeze out something. Work 
—there's no work like trying to be hu- 
morous. Splitting rails is pure recrea- 
tion compared to it. Tour humorist Is 
always a sad fellow. He's invariably 
melancholy, sometimes a hypochon- 
driac, jit is the natural reaction, I sup- 
pose.''

"When I describe the town as rest 


ful, I J;ut feebly describe it. When I 
say it was healthful, I am well witlih 
the mark.
